Following the news of a recent 
alliance between Chang Kai-shek 
and Chang Ngai, a roport now 
comes to hand stating that tho 
lattor general has re-enlisted the 
romnanta of Hung Shao-lin’s and 
other forcos, and that the rem- 
nants of Lin Fo’s forces have 
conditionally surrondered toChow 
Yum-yan, Tupan of Fukion, with 
tho result that there is now no 
Yuet Kwan in Fukien.

SPLIT-IN THE PARTY. 
“EXPLAINED. 


“THREE CAMBS. 


The Central Executive Committee 
of the Kuomintang at Peking has 
sent out .to all the branches and 
sub-branches of the organization 
throughout China and abroad, the 
following ‘circular telegram:—“The 
Peking Central Executive Commit- 
tee of the Kuomintang, in calling 
for a gencral ‘meeting, cannot be 
subject to the control of the Canton 
Central Executive Committee. 
Now taat a general meeting has 
heen held on the 24th November at 
the hall set apart in memory of and 
in the presence of.the memorial 
tablet of our late Chief, Dr, Sun 
Yat-sen, and in ‘aecordance with 
former precedent, a telegram was 
sent to the Canton Central Execu- 
tive Committce ‘to cense function- 
ng Therefore the telegrams 
emanating from the Canton Central 
Executive Committee, which restrict 
the place and time of the general 
meeting of representatives of the 
Kuomintang, have. no effect, the 


decision of which should be-left to} 


the Central Executive Committee at 
Peking, who will give notice of the 
mecting in due course.”

Dinined ‘tat’ the birth-place’ of 
the Kuomintang was Kwangtung, 
and the first great meeting of all 
representatives of the party, after 
the death of Dr. Sun, was held for 
the purpose of reorganizing ‘the 
party on a committee basis, By 
this means, the more advanced 
elements obtained the controlling 
power. The first deyelopment to 
be faced is. the time of the second 
big meeting of the representatives 
of the party, in which connection 
the advanced elements are credited 
with the intention of eliminating 
all members: who are opposed to 
them. ; ; F 

It may be said that the Kuomin- 
tang is at present divided into 
three sections, centred respectively 
in Peking, Shanghai and. Canton. 
The first section is the Peking 
Central Executive Committee, 
which -is sub-divided’ into three 
camps. The first camp-is led by 
General Chu Chao-ching and Fung 
Tze-yao, who are absolutely opposed 
to the Canton section; the second 
camp, with Chang Chi and Tse Che 
at-its head, opposes communism 
but is prepared ‘on certain condi- 
tions to bring about a: reconcilia- 
tion; whilst the third camp is ‘1 
recently-organised group, inelined 
towards the second camp, and is 
under the leadership of Lin Sum 
and Chau Loo. . Recently, | the 
second and third camps suggested 
that the next general meeting of 
the Central Executive Committes 
be held in Kalgan, but Fenz Yu- 
hsiang vetoed the suggestion on the 


ground that 2 meeting of this kind} ' 


at Kalgan would invite.all manner 
of ‘criticism. On that accotint the 
Central Executive ‘Committee held 
ita “meeting at Si-Shan, in the 
Monastery where the memorial 
tablet of the Inte Dr. Sun Yat-sen 
is enshrined.
